Applicant's claimed invention is directed to an Automated Value Estimate system 
and method which provides valuation of a property as of a previous time period using 
the data as of the previous time. Applicant's invention determines historical valuation 
data reflecting automated value estimates of properties during plurality of previous time 
periods and stores the determined historical valuation of the properties in a database. 
When a request is received for an automated value estimate of a property as of a 
specified one of the previous time periods as specified by the requester, said system 
searches the database for the historical valuation data of the property identified by the 
request, retrieves the historical valuation data from the database reflecting the 
automated value estimate of the property during the specified previous time period, and 
provides the retrieved value estimate of the property to the user. 
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Prior art does not teach concept for: 

determining historical valuation data reflecting automated value estimates of 
properties corresponding to values of the properties during a plurality of previous time 
periods; 

receiving a request for an automated value estimate of a property as of a 
specified one of the previous time periods; 

providing, in response to the request, the automated value estimate of the 
property as of the specified one of the previous time periods.
